by public sentiment to recognize the provis- 
ional government. He, Jan. 19, issued a no- 
tice which was sent to the powers that be. 
The telling sentence in this document is the 
following: 

In reply I beg to say that I recognize the said 
provisional government as the existing de facto 
government, pending instructions from my gov- 
ernment. 

In ‘sharp contrast to this is the closing para- 
graph of Minister Stevens’ protlamation, He 
says: 

This action is taken pending and subject to ne- 
gotiations at Washington. 

In other words, the protectorate of the 
United States of America over the islands of 
Hawaii is already established and it is only a 
question now whether the sugar bowl of the 
Pacific will become a State of the Union or 
whether the hand of Uncle Sam will merely 
act in a guardian capacity. 

To revert again to the letter of the British 
Minister it will be noticed that he is waiting 
instructions from his government. It is evi- 
dent that those who belong to the party of the 
deposed Queen are now acting hand in hand 
with the ‘British here, and it is stated 
this morning. that a protest from Queen 
Liliuokalani to the British Govern- 
ment will be carried by the steam- 
ship Australia, which leaves at noon today. 
Among the passengers on this vessel are Prince 
David Kawananaka, the nephew of the 
Queen, Paul Neuman, J. E. Bush, E. C. Mac 
Farlane, and E. M. Cooke. It is said 
Prince David, after a short visit at Washi 
ton, will proceed at once to London, and that 
he is the bearer of the protest above men- 
tioned, 

Since the Claudine, which bore the envoys to 
San Francisco, left there has been a split in 
the Advisory Council. W. C. Wilder, W. R. 
Castle, Lorrin A. Thurston, and F. J. Wilhelm. 
four of the wealthiest and most influential 
men in the kingdom, resigned, and their places 
were filled by Charles M. Cooke, W. F. Alien, 
Harry E. Cooper. and Alexander Young. 

In the midst of the prevailing joy, particu- 
larly among the American residents, comes 
sad news from Kulalaw, where Miss Stevens, 
eldest daughter of the United States Minister, 
has been living since the provisional govern- 
ment was established. Miss Stevens, it seems, 
had gone bathing in the surf and venturing 
out too far was suddenly seized by the under- 
tow and carried beyond the reach of assist- 
ance. Her body was not recovered for several 
hours. 

Acts of the Provisional Government. 


Since the establishment of the provisional 
government Jan. 17 and the sailing of the 
emissaries for Washington little has occurred 
of a sensational nature. The Executive and 
Advisory Councils formed a Legislature im- 
mediately on taking office and have since held 
daily sessions to provide for such legislation 
as was urgent. One of the first things done 
was the issuance of the proclamation inform- 
ing the peopie that the government officials 
would not be disturbed in the performance of 
their duty, together with the followmg oath 
of allegiance: 

I do solemnly swear in the presence of Almighty 
God that I will support the provisional govern- 
ment of the Hawaiian Islands, promulgatea and 

proclaimed the 17th day of January, 1893, not

The Council gave the power to administer 
this oath to all judges and the many other of- 
ficials, and it was rt once taken, not only by

The 
proclamation provides that the army so raised 
shall consist of four companies of not over 
100 men each, All the ‘regulations for the 
arniy are similar to those in use in the United 
States. Yesterday the formation of three 
companies was completed and their officers

PROTECTORATE OR ANNEXATION, 


Editor Bush Says the Natives Would Be 
Satisfied with Either. 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Feb. 9.— Among the 
passengers on the Australia, which arrived to- 
day from Honolulu, was J. E. Bush, editor of 
a native paper called The Voice of the People. 
Editor Bush, who is a native Hawaiian, was 
more outepoken than Mr. Neuman. He said: 


The action of Minister Stevensand Capt. Wiltse 
in landing armed sailots from the Boston was en- 
tirely unwarranted. They were not needed and 
the natives bitterly resented it. The trouble is 
the natives wanted to govern their own country 
and were opposed by a lot of foreigners who were 
afraid their interests would be imperiled. There 
was no such danger, for the native Hawaiians are 
a civilized people and respect the rights of others. 
The action of Minister Stevens in raising the 
United States flag and declaring a protectorate 
was a high-handed outrage and is so regarded by 
our people. We are perfectly willing to hold 
close relations with the United States. but we 
want to have a voice as to-what those relations 
shall be and how they shall be brought abdut. 

When the idea of a provisional government 
was first bruited in Honolulu there were between 
600 and 700 natives who armed themselves and 


flocked to the standard of Queen Lilivokalani. 


The revolution was imminent, and the presence of 
the Boston and its marines could not have staid 
the hands of the natives. Their blood was up, 
and they did not propose to submit to any usurpa- 
tuon of their Queen's power by a band of whites. 
many of whom should have long before been 
deporied from the country. But wise counsel re- 
strained the Queen’s supporters, and they awaited 
the action of the American representative. Min- 
ister Stevens recognized the provisional govern- 
ment, and that was enough. 

The movement was checked and the incipient 
uprising nipped in the bud. The natives laid 
down their arms fally satisfied that their rights 
would be respected, and having the fullest confi- 
dence in the honor and justice of America. Wa 
tried to have martial law repealed, but the com-

With Prince Damd Kawananaka, nephew 
of the late King Kalakaua, I am the bearer of 
dispatches to the State Department at Wash- 
ington. ‘These dispatches, the nature of 
which I cannot disclose, state the Queen's po- 
sition in a manner that 1 am sure will have 
considerable weight with the President and

„What is the disposition of the Queen to- 


wards the United States? was asked. 


“She is as friendly to the United States as 
anybody on the island; and if the United 
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States wants to annex Hawai she is perfectly 


willing if it is done properly. 

“The statement that the new Constitution 
promulgated by the Queen and which precipi- 
tated the present trouble would disfran- 
chise the whites is untrue,“ continued the 
Queen's emissary. ‘The whites on the 
islands would simply have to become 
naturalized citizens the same as in the United 
States before they could vote. The Queen 
and natives objected to having a lot of for- 
eigners, owing allegiance to other countries, 
come in and run their government for them. 
It is also untrue that the new Constitution was 
only a forérunner of an attempt to confiscate 
the property of foreigners and drive them 
from the islands. In these days a small coun- 
try like Hawaii does not treat the subjects of 
great powers like the United States and Great 
Britain in that manner. 

How do the Queen and natives regard the 
action of Minister Stevens in raising the 
United States flag and establishmg a pro- 
tectorate?’’ was asked. 

“The Queen and her loyal subjects have no 
objections if the United States choosesto act in 
such a manner, said Mr. Neumann, with a 
signiticant shrug of his shoulders. ** Speaking 
for myself,“ he continued, I can see no ne- 
cessity for such action. The Queen and natives 
were content to await the decision of the United 
States Government and there was no disposi- 
tion on their part to make trouble. The finan- 
cial interests of the island are in good condi- 
tion. Merckants are fairly prosperous, and 
although the opera‘ions of the McKinley law 
entailed some hardships upon us, they could 
have been overcome in time. .

STARS AND STRIPES MUST FLOAT. 


Action of Minister Stevens in Proclaiming 
a Protectorate Will Be Indorsed, 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Feb. 9.— [Special. 
The flag which Minister Stevens had hoisted 
in Honolulu will never come down. It is the 
determination here that the Stars and Stripes 
shall continue to float over Hawaii. The pro- 
tectorate the Minister has established is looked 
upon as a temporary expedient, which will 
inevitably lead up to annexation. How quick 
the annexation will come cannot be foretold 
bit it will not be long. Before the end of 
President Harrison’s administration Congress 
will have before it recommendations based on 
everything that has thus far occurred. It may 
be said unofficially that Minister Stevens’ ac- 
tion in establishing a protectorate to sustain 
the provisional government is approved. He 
was acting under general instructions and the 
President and Secretary Foster have full confi- 
dence in his judgment. Of course it could not 
be foreseen that such action would be neces- 
sary, yet there will be no disavowal of it. The 
President is in possession of the causes which 
guided the’ Minister’s action and knows the 
circumstances more fully than the published 
dispatches disclose. 

Stevens’ Dispatch to Foster, 


Late tonight Secretary of State Foster re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Minister 
Stevens: 

Hool, Feb. 1, via San Francisco, Cal, 
Feb. 9.—Secretary of State: Provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii gaining power and respect. 
Everything is quiet. Annexation sentiment is in- 
creasing. Dead monarchy and opposition to an- 
nexation is supported chiefly by lottery and 
opium ring. Today at 9 a. m.. in accordance with 
the request of the provisional goverument of HR - 
waii, 1 have placed the government of Hawaii 
under United States protection during negotia- 
tions. not interfering with the execution of pub- 
lic affairs.

Speaking of the dispatch and the develop- 
ments of the day in the Hawaiian situation 
Secretary Foster said the action of Minister 
Stevens in declaring the Hawaiian Islands un- 
der the protectorate of the United States was 
takea without instructions from the Depart- 
ment of State. In fact, the movement for 
the change of government was unexpected 
and had not been anticipated by instruc- 
tions from Washington. Mr. Stevens had 
therefore been compelled to act independent- 
ly ana upon his best judgment as the emer- 
gencies had arisen. The first instruction 
given by the department was the telegram of 
the 28th ult., already published, approving 
Mr. Stevens’. recognition: of the provisional 
government, an act on his part which had 
been followed by all other foreign representa- 
tivesin Honolulu. He had been further in- 


structed to protect American citizens and 


property. 
The officials of. the State Department are 


guarded in their statements as to what they 
think of Minister Stevens’ decisive course in 
raising the Stars and Stripes over Aliuolani 
Hall. They do not hesitate, however, to ex- 
press full confidence in the good judgment 
of their representative at Honolulu, and leave 
it to be inferred that his cuurse will be fully 
approved by the President.

He also informed the Commissioners that 
their families were in good health and spirits 
when he left Hawaii Feb. 1, and wound up his 
telegram. by asking for instructions as to his 
departure for Washington. This question 
was answered “At once” by Chairman 
Thurston, it is expected that Mr. Cook 
will reach Washington some time during 
Tuesday of next week. ‘ 

Wilder Speaks for the Commissioners, 

Commissioner Wilder, as the mouthpiece 
for his colleagues, said:? Naturally enough 
the news which we have received is a decided 
surprise, and until we receive the dispatches 
brought by Mr. Cook we will be as much in 
the dark as any one else as to the causes 
which Jed to the establishment of a protector- 
ate by Minister Stevens.

L. J. Gage, another trustee, says there is 
nothing to be feared by the university people 
in regard to the proposed legislation.

The Landlady and One Guest of an Iowa 
Hostelry Meet Death. 

Centervitix, Ia,; Feb. 9.— Special, 
About 3 o’clock this morning the thirty guests 
of the Continental Hotel were aroused with 
the three stories of the building enveloped in 
flames. Two lives were lost in the fire, The 
dead are:

MRS. died from injuries received when 
she jumped from the third story window. 

Mrs. McKee was the first to discover 
the fire. She ran from her room on the first 
floor in her night clothes to the third story to 
assist in rescuing the guests. Most of the 
guests were on the top floor and their escape 
by the stairs was cut off a moment after Mrs. 
McKee passed up. Escape by jumping was 
their only hope. Mrs. McKee sprang to the 
frozen ground first. She weighed 250 pounds 
and every bone in her body was broken.

DEATH OF A MILWAUKEE MILLER, 
William Sanderson Dies in His Prithe of 
Heart Disease—Other Deaths. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—William 
Sanderson, a prominent miller of this city, was 
found dead in bed at his home in Wauwatosa this 
morning. As he was in apparent good health 
when he retired last night his death is supposed 
to have resulted from heart disease. Mr. Sander- 
son had expected to leave this morning for 
Chicago to attend a meeting of the Mil- 
lers’ National Association. He was an of- 
ficer and the largest stockholder in 
E. Sanderson Milling company, and was director 
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Hale, traveling agent for Julius Freht of Ot- 
tumwa, was fatally injured in his leap. A 
number of others received minor injuries, 
After the house was consumed it was discov- 
ered that Samuel Lewis, a merchant of 
Greeley, Ia., who occupied a rear room, was 
missing. His charred remains were found, 
later. He had been burned to death in bed. 
The loss is $30,000; insured for half as much. 
The fire is supposed to have originated 
in the furnace room, though there is nothing 
positively known of this feature of the case.

any such law if passed. It would be uncon-

W. Harris, a. university trustee, is not 
concerned about the efforts of representatives 
to force saloons into Evanston. Besides the 
legal reasons he says there are others as im- 
portant why liquor should not be sold there. 

Many students are sent re on account 
of the moral influences and absence of sa- 
loons,” said he. There should be a few 
places where saloons can be excluded, and es- 
pecially at the educational centers, for the 
benefit of the schools, the people, and the Na- 
tion. Any attempt to introduce saloons 
would be against the wishes of a great major- 
ity of the peo and would create a hard 
fight. Every legal method would be used to 
keep saloons out, and I think the people would 
succeed. The university would certainly be 
injured should saloons get a foothold in 
Evanston.” — 

Judge Horten, a university trustee, thinks 
that institution and its four mile limit safe 
from the attacks of saloons. He says‘ The 
people have invested their money there under 
the privileges granted in the charter and now 
have a vested property right which they 
should not be deprived of by the State which 
granted the charter. The university charter 
antedates the village charter of Evanston and 
cannot be interfered with by that city. Wuth 
the law it is not a question of morals but one 
of property right. A large percentage of the 
population would oppose any. interference 
with their privileges. case is similar to 
that of the ap and Coke company, 
which obtained its charter before Chicago was 
incorporated and cannot be deprived of its 
rights by the city.“ 

James H. Raymond, also a trustee of the 
university, spoke as follows in regard to the 
proposed legislation : 

The charter was granted to the university 
in 1851 and was last amended prior to the 
Constitution of 1869. Under the charter 
liquor may not be sold within four miles of 
the university. The university originally 
owned a large part of the property on which 
Evanston is now built. All deeds and leases 
have a clause prohibiting the sale of liquor on 
the property under penalty of having it re-

Mz. E. S. Danrun, who has given the subject 
of municipal taxation and municipal govern- 
ment considerable attention, made some re- 
marks afew days ago which are worthy of 
serious attention at this time when 1 is pro- 
posed to add to the tax burdens of the people. 
He said: “So far as can be seen we have 
very little to show for the vast expenditures 
of recent yéars.” He is right about it. For 
the amount levied as general taxation there is 
little or nothing to show. We have 4 kad - 
bossed system of public schools, an inefficient 
Police Department, an overgrown city pay- 
roll, and but one well-regulated department— 
the Fire Department. The Special Assess- 
ment Department, though costly, is also far 
from being efficient, and certain persons in 
and around the City Hall now propose to 
amend the ordinance relating to it so as to 
make it an agency of extortion and extrava- 
gance. We need a man for Mayor of Chica- 
go who will insist that the people’s money 
shail be properly applied and honestly ex- 


pended and who will secure us some adequate 


return for the taxes paid. That is the want 
of the hour. 


A BILL WHICH MUST NOT BE STIFLED IN 
COMMITTEE. 

The bill repealing that provision of the luw 
which lintits to $5,000 the amount which can 
be recovered by the heirs of any one who has 
been wrongfully killed by a railroad company 
—at a i street crossing, for instance, 
while cooped up in a horse car—was intro- 
duced on the 12th of last month and referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary. There it has 
been ever since, and there seems to be no 
readiness on the part of the committee to 
take it up and pass on it. The author of the 
bili has pressed for action, but without suc- 
cess. It is said that it may be taken up next 
week. Perhaps it will be. _ Possibly that is a 
sort of half promise made to gain time. In 
the meanwhile the railroad lobbyists are 
gathering at the capital for the purpose of 
preventing action. If the Judiciary com- 
mittee fails to take up this bill and report it 
back to the House then people will be likely 
to regch the conclusion that it is bossed by 
the lobby. 

It is the duty of the committee to consider 
this bill at ite next meeting, and it should be 
an early one. It is not necessary to wait till 
next week. The matter can be disposed of 
Saturday. The members would be much bet- 
ter employed domg that than running off 
home Friday afternoon to attend to their pri- 
vate business. Nor will it be necessary for 
the committee to spend much time in the dis- 
cussion of this bill. No one disputes its con- 
stitutionality. The only question is whether, 
in view of the stolid determ:nation of the 
roads to continue their system of street cross- 
ing murdess and also in view of the fact that 
they seem to have made up their minds to 
fight to the last any law or ordinance which 
may be passed ordering them to make street 
crossings safe, it is not advisable to attack the 
roads collaterally and force them in self-de- 
fense to raise their tracks. The people seem 
to be in favor of that mode of procedure. The 
cofmmittee may or may not be. Whatever its 
attitude it is ite duty to report the bill back to 
the House so that that body may discuss it, 
and that if the railroads show no signs of be- 
having themselves it may conform to the 
wishes of the people and pass it.

This country is 
faise to no traditions when it goes out into lhe 
Pacific and annexes, with the consent of its 
lawful and acknowledged government, islands 
over which no European power has any rights. 

When Monroe wrote his message the United 
States had only disputed and uncertain rights 
on the Pacific coast. It was still facing east- 
ward. Since then it has come to face west- 
ward as well. It looks now towards Asia as 
well as towards Europe. It nearly touches the 
northeastern extremity of the tirst-named 
continent. Its trade relations with Eastern 
Asia are going to be on an enormous scale. If 
Washington and Monroe were alive now they 
would say that the Hawaiian Islands were a 
part of that hemisphere in which American 
not European systems must dominate, and 
they would warn all foreign powers to keep 
their hands off. | 

As for the alliance with England of which 
the London paper speaks, that is another mat- 
ter. It might lead to those entanglements 
with Europe of which Washington spoke. 
That is something, however, for the dim 
future to dispose of. What the Speaker has 
to say is important as indicating that England 
will not resist the annexation of Hawaii by 
the United Stetes. But if this country refuses 
to take it, then unquestionably England will 
reach out and lay hands on it. 


THE SILVER MENACE. 

Little more than $100,000,000 of gold re- 
mains in the Treasury to guarantee the in- 
tegrity of fully eight times as much paper and 
depreciated silver currency and carry out the 
declared policy of the government to main- 
tain gvery dollar in the land at the same pur- 
chasing power as every other dollar. The 
drain by Europe is proceeding at such a rate 
that if continued another week will entirely 
exhaust the excess over the $100,000,000 which 
is theoretically held for the redemption of the 
greenbacks alone, but technically thus far 
has sustained the whole volume of cur- 


rency at par with gold. It is idle to 


talk about this or that foreign govern- 
ment wanting the more precious metal and 
being willing to pay a small premium in 
order to obtain it from the United States, the 
only present available source of supply. The 
stubborn fact remains that the reserve has 
run dangerously low in proportion to the load 
of guarantee it has to carry, and yet we go on 
increading that load by adding to it each 
month the commercial value .of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver. Surely this process ought to 
be stopped, and at once. If the members of 
both Houses of Congress cannot agree to re- 
peal the law under which those silver pur- 
chases are made at least they should be able 
to unite on the passage of a resolution to-sus- 
peud those purchases for the present, thus pre- 
veating the embarrassment of the next 
Congress from being so great as to render a 
repeal inadequate to solve the problem. 
It is reported that leadmg bankers in New 
York have arranged to make a joan of gold to 
the Treasury to meet this emergency. That is 
well. But if the silver purchases are continued 
the drain of gold may keep on, and increase 
to such a rate that these gentlemen would be 
unwilling to repeat the process. Our legisla-

FOR A NATIONAL QUARANTINE, 

By the sweepimg vote of 191 for to only 2 
against the House of Representatives at 
Washington has concurred in the Senate 
amendment to the House quarantine bill, The 
vote was a signal defeat to Tammany, smit- 
ing its forces hip and thigh, and so completely 
routing them that “they are nowhere.” The 
law, for undoubtedly the measure will be- 
come one, makes the following provisions for 
the guarding of the United States against an in- 
vasion of cholera the coming summer: Any 
vessel which shall enter or atteppt to enter a 
port of the United States except in accordance 
with the provisions of the act and with such 
rules and regulations of State and munici 
health authorities as may be consistent wi 
the act shall forfeit not more than $5,000, the 
fine to be recovered by proceedings in the 
proper District Court. Any vessel clearing 
from a foreign port for any place in the 
United States must obtain from our consular 
officer at that port a clean bill of health in the 
form to be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The President is authorized, in his 
discretion, to detail any medical officer of the 
government to serve in the office of the Con- 
sul at any foreign port for the purpose of 
making the said bills of health satisfactory in 
character. ; 

It is made the duty of the Supervising Sur- 
geon-General of the Marine Hospital service 
to examine the quarantine regulations of all 
State and municipal boards of health and to 
coéperate with those authorities (under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury) 
ip carrying out their rules and regulations 
and those made by the government to pre- 
vent the introduction of contegious or in- 
fectious diseuses into any part of the United 
States. It will be his duty to act for and at 
places where no local regulations exist and 
he must not discriminate against any port 
or place. -If the State or municipai health 
authorities fail or refuse to enforce such rules 
and regulations the President shall enforce 
them and adopt measures as in his 
judgment shall be to prevent the 
introduction or spréa@ of disease. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is to make such rules 
and regulations as are necessary to be ob- 
served at tile ports of departure and on the 
voyage in the case of vessels coming from a 
foreign port to any place in the United 
States. 

The act makes it the duty of Consuls at such 
ports as may be designated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to send him weekly reports of 
the sanitary conditions at their ports. The 
Secretary also has to obtain through all ac- 
cessible sources weekly reports of the sanitary 
condition of ports and places within the Unit- 
ed States. He is to make weekly abstracts of 
all this information to be sent to Collectors of 
Customs, State and municipal health officers, 
and other sanitarians, besides making an an- 
nual report to Congress. On the arrival of 
an infected vessel at any port not provided 
with proper facilities for treatment the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may remand such ves-

CIGARMAKERS UNION AND THE FAIR. 

“Organized labor” is after the World’s 
Fair again and is threatening a boycott once 
more. The Executive committee was asked 
by some labor delegates that if it made any 
more concessions for the sale of cigars at the 
Exposition it should give them to dealers who 
would agree to sell only union-made goods, 
The reply of the committee was that it did 
not think it likely that any more concessions 
would be made, but that if any were— 

It is the sense of the committee that in such a 
case no concessionaire should be compelled to re- 
strict the sale of domestic cigars to those manu- 
factured by any particular body, firm, or corpo- 
ration. ° 

Thereupon the President of the Cigarmak- 
ers’ International Union declared that this— 

Was a direct blow at labor. We shall publish to 
the laboring world at once that it is impossible 
to get a union-made cigar on the Exposition 
grounds, and this announcement would be equiv- 
alent to a boycott on the Fair.” 

The assumption that there will be no union- 


made cigars for sale on the Exposition 


grounds isa bold one. They will be for sale 


there just as much as on the outside, if any 
one wants them. The retailer has no preju- 
dices. He keeps what his customers want, 
and if a workingman refuses any cigar but a 
union one he will get the kind he asks for 
without trouble. 

What the President of the union wants is 
not so much to put union cigars in as to keep 
non-union cigars out. He is not-willing to 
rely on the superior quality or lower price of 
the former or the preference which union 
workingmen naturally will give them, but he 
wants the officers of the World’s Fair to assist 
him in driving the non-union cigars out of the 
market. Men in their position cannot take 
sides. They can no more keep out one brand 
of cigars in the interest of another than they 
can forbid the sale of wine in order to en- 
courage the consumption of beer. Private 


|. citizens can do as they please about such mat- 


ters. Persons holding public or quasi-public 
offices cannot. The Worid’s Fair committee 
has no more right to require a concessionaire 
to sell only union cigars than to sell only non- 
union ones. That is a matter the purchasers 
will regulate to suit themselves. 

When the labor delegates reflect a little 
they will see the soundness of the posi- 
tion of the committee. So long as organ- 
products of each stand on the same footing

the positionfof the Worid's Fair Executive 
committee to say that ‘it will boycott either 
the one or the other. As its position is the 
correct.one, the cigarmakers will not be so 
unwise as to attempt to boycott the Fair.

WIDE WAGON TIRES AT THE FAIR. 

The World’s Fair management has made a 
wise and timely decision that no teams shall 
be admitted to Jackson Park unless the one- 
horse wagons have wheels with three-inch 
tires and the wagons drawn by two horses 
have tires not less than four inches wide. The 
regulation is deemed necessary to the good 
order of the roads censtructed by the man- 
agement, Which are intended only for six 
months’ service, and not for permanent 
use, Narrow tires would soon cut them 
up and reduce them to bad condition 
long before the close of the Fair. The 
order went into effect this week, and, though 
thirty days’ notice had been given, it was 
found that few if any of the owners of vehi- 
cles had complied with the regulation. As a 
consequence three to five hundred wagons

DEADLY PANIC IN A RESTAURANT. 


the Loss of Eight Lives.

WENT DOWN WITH THE TRINACRIA, 


Many Lives Lost by the Wreck of a Steamer 
on the Galician Coast. 

Maparp, Feb. 9.—A dispatch from Corunna 
states that the Anchor Lane steamer Trinacria, 
which was reported yesterday as having been 
lost on Cape Villano, one of the northwesterly 
points of the Province of Galicia, grounded at 
the exact spot where the British twin screw 
eruiser Serpent was lost Nov. 10, 1890, when 
of the 276 persons on board only three were 
saved. The Trinacria has completely broken 
up. Her crew numbered thirty-seven, all told. 
Seven were saved, but nearly all of them had 
sustained more ar less serious injuries. A 
number of passengers were on the steamer, 
mostly mem bers of the Mission of Gibraltar 
and soldiers belonging to the garrison at that 
place. Among the women on board were Mrs, 
Bell, who was on ber way to rejoin her hus- 
band; Miss Seville, belonging to the Mission, 
who was returumg from a furlough; Miss 
Stirling, a novice, and Kitty Smith, a child. 
All the women on board were drowned. 

The survivors of the disaster state that the 
Trinacria struck the Bermollas rocks at 6 
o’clock Wednesday morning. An enormous 
hole was torn in her hull, and she began to 
fill and sink immediately. weather was 
bad, and terrific breakers swept clean over the 
vessel, carrying everything before them. Sev- 
eral of the crew were caught up by the seas 
and carried overboard. 

Shortly after the steamer struck her masts 
went over the side, but nothimg was done or 
could have been done to clear her of the 
wreckage, The seven survivors, seeing that 
there was no ible chance of the steamer 
‘being saved, jumped into the sea and were 
washed ashore. They landed almost naked, 
their clothing having been torn off in the ter- 
rible buffetings they received while trying to 
reach the shore.

from the steamer. Large quantities of cargo 
are also coming ashore, A tremendously 
heavy sea is still running, which renders it 
impossible for small boats to gp weeny the 
place where the Trinacria went down. The 
wreck, or what remains of it, is lying on a 
rock only a short distance from the shore.

Brilliant Scene in the Theater. 

The scene inside the house was brilliant. 
An Italian theater on ordinary occasions 18 
not a dazzling show. The public has free 
and easy notions as to dress, but this evening 
everybody presented himself in grand style, 
and the magnificent interior with its six rows 
of boxes was a sight worth looking at and re- 
membering. Over all, of course, the glamour 
of intense excitement spread iteelf, tak- 
ing form in vivacious conversation 
and the universal restlessness of overwrought 
expectancy. Even the assembling of the 
orchestra was watched with curious intcrest, 
while the appearance in his place of Sig. 
Mascheroni, the conductor, drew forth a 
nervous cheer, and so the curtain rose upon a 
room in the Garter Inn at Windsor and upon 
Sir John Falstaff (M. Victor Maurel) in 
the act of sealing bis amorous episties to 
Mistresses Page and Ford. 

The representative of the Fat Knight was 
cavitally made up, and seemed to satisfy the 
expectations of Milan as to a rotundity much 
discussed. With the appearance of Dr. 
Caius began the bright music of the opening 
scene, ore let me repeat that the opera has 
no prelude; the curtain lifted at the fourth 
bar, the voice entering at the eighth. At the 
beginning the audience was conscious of a di- 
vided duty. On one hand the revelation 
of Fallstaff's personality and the well-marked 
humor of the quarrel scene claimed attention, 
as did, on the other, Verdi's bright and spark- 
ling music, itself instinct with the spirit of 
mirth. Either was enough for pleasure, and 
when Dr. Caius retired pursued Ze mock- 
ing contrapuntal “Amen” of Pistol (Sig. 
Arimodi).and Bardolph (Sig. Pelagallibou- 
retti) the great audience laughed — and 
settled down for an evening’s complete enjoy- 
ment. 


Applause Breaks Out. 


The first part of the act, which closes with 
the dismissal of Pistol and Bardolph by their 
offended master, was followed by bold ap- 
plause from all parts of the house, ni- 
tion was never more deserved either by music 
or performers. M. Maurel has hardly the fat 
rich — one 3 rg Boome „ but he 
sang with great intelligence int, acting 
moreover, with much spirit, Bardoiph and 


With regard to the music the audience was 
specially interested in noting that Verdi 
had almost entirely drop his grand 
opera manner, 2 there are no 
set pieces. The music follows the situation 
and sentiment im modern style, yet every 
page contains an abundance of vocal melody, 
the part of Falstaff especially being 
tuneful and grateful. in the orchestra- 
tion also there is plenty of melody. 
It is, however, never obtrusive, nor 
does the accompaniment obscure tne 
music of the stage. Humor abounds every- 
where and shows itself in a host of devices. 
In the known soliloquy, for example, Falstaff’s 
repeated No” to his own questions is empha- 
sized by a pizzicati chord and a tap upon the 
drum. 

The second part of the act, with its lively 
music for the women, made even a 
greater impression than the first. The 
chattering quartet following the reading 
of Falstaff’s letters was unanimously encored 
and repeated. The bright and merry music 
charmed all ears, and when the curtain fell 
there were two calls forthe artists, followei 
by one for the composer, who was cheered 
with frantic enthusiasm. 

Two Grand Duets. 

The second act passed off equally as well as 
the first, though, as to its opening section, the 
‘music 1s of a different character. No com- 
poser of comic opera has written a cleverer or 
more characteristic duet than that sung at 
the beginning by Falstaff and rs. 
Quickly, whose demeanor as she ac- 
costs the destined victem of her wiles 
almost finds sufficient expression in the or- 
chestra alone, The representative of Mrs. 
Quickly—Mme. Pasqua—entered fully into 
the humor of the situation, while both the 
acting and singing of M. Maurel called 
forth frequent marks of approval; but 
it was in the subsequent duet 
for Falstaff and Ford (disguised 
as M. Brook or Bontana, as the librettist 
chooses to dall him), that the enjoyment of 
the audience reached its height. Those who 
had ears principally for the music were 
delighted with its beautiful -clearness, 
unfailing charm of melody and treatment, 
which again and again recalled “Le Nozze 
di Figaro of Mozart. These suggestions of 
Mozart are among the noticeable features of 
the opera, and present a very interesting 
study of manner in a composer who, when at 
an extreme age, reverts to the style which ex- 
tensively prevailed in his youth. Mr. Ford 
was played admirably by Sig. Pini Corsi, 
and both artists was twice recalled at the close 
of the duet. With the reappearänce of the 
women inthe second part of the act the 
vivacity of the first act was resumed, and 
again the charming music, bubbling 
over with fun, delighted the house. 
The duet for Falstaff and Mrs. 
Ford was agreat success, but the great feature 
here is the ensemble of the clothesbasket, an 
ensemble as elaborate and well-wrought as 
anything of the kind in comic cpera. The 
orchestra has its chance here, and be- 
comes almost symphonic without losing 
humor, amid all the love strains 
of Fenton and Anne, as they hid behind the 
screen, thus imparting a valuable element of 
diversity. But however elaborate the means, 
Verdi handles them with unfailing ease and 
power. Having regard to the composer’s art 
the music is a miracle of resource, while from 
beginning to end there is no surceage of beauty, 
and in truth when the curtain fell on the 
second act the public demonstration was 
more. intense in its enthusiasm than before. 
The artists answered the call as usual, but 
there was a “cry for Verdi, and presently the 
venerable composer appeared, hand in

The warrant was sworn 
1891, she alleges she was imprisoned for ten hours. ö 


Thornton in lor’s restaurant at No. 200 West 


criminal should be put away until such time 
as he could recover his moral health. 

“In the vast majority of cases, he said; 
** crime is but the action of a moral lunatic. 
Criminakty is a disease in the same sense as 
idiocy, inibecility, and certain forms of insan- 
ity. In pronouncing the habitual criminal a 
moral hunatic we doubtless appear as striking 
at the very foundations of our jurisprudence. 
Doubtless we are and at the point where¢t is 
most needed. If every criminal was a moral 
lunatic there would follow the commitment 
to an asylum for moral lunatics, which should 
have the aren arrangement of a mod- 
ern penitentia We do not ask that greater 
leniency be sho rn, but that the moral degen- 
eracy be recognized, and that the incermgible 
criminal be put uway.”’ 

The Rev. David Beaton took the opposite 
sido of the question and contenaed that it was 
a misuse of words and a confusion of ideas to 
say that the mere fact of a man committing a 
criminal act proved him mentally diseased. 

James B. David was the first speaker in 
the general discussion. He asserted that but 
a small per cent of those who were locked 
up for violations of the law were criminals 
by instinct or habitual criminals. Prof. 
Graham Taylor, professor of sociology at the 
Chicago Theological Seminary, said ‘his ex- 
perience led him to a sure belief. that the 
criminal could be reformed. He advocated 
the indeterminate sentence as one of the 
most useful reformatory measures. Other 
speakers were Dr. John Ridlon, W. H. Van 
Urnum, Dr. J. S. Kiernan, and C. G. Neely.

learn something of their home life. their marri 
laws, their funeral rites. their religion, and their 
industries. The second object was to find out by 
personal experience if it is necessary for African 
explorers to use gunpowder and force against the 
natives in order to secure personal safety. Start- 
ing at Zanzibar, where the caravan of 250 natives 
was formed, the expedition traveled a distance of 
990 miles into tangled forests and jungles of the 
interior, led and commanded by Mrs. French- 
Shaldon, the only white person in 
the party. carayvah was under 
the rotection of the Sultan of Zanzibar, and Mrs. 
Sheldon carried a letter from the Sultan warning 
all natives to treat Bebe Bwana (as Mrs, French- 
Sheldon was calied in the language of the East 
African tribes) with the greatest respect. Ninety 
of the blacks were armed with rifles as a precau- 
tion measure in case of unavoidable hostili- 
ties. Mrs. French-Sheldon traveled in princely 
style, her immediate servants being accoutered 
with gor geous robes and flashing stage 
jewelry.

CONTRACTS LET FOR THEIR BUILDINGS. 


Two Dormitory Associations Getting Ready 
for the Worid’s Fair Visitor.

WILL GIVE MORE GOLD 


BANKERS INTENT ON PROTECTING 
THE GOVERNMENT RESERVE. 


Entire Strength of the Clearing-House As- 
_ pociation May Be Thrown to the Treas- 
ury’s Ala, Which Win Kesult in Bridg- 
ing the Pifficulties—Gold Bonds May Be 
the Means of Lessening the Pressure— 
Mr, Cleveland’s Position as Seen by Bank- 

_ ers--Comedy Side of Cabinet-Making. 
New York, Feb.'9.—[Special. ]—When three 
bankers last Friday after half an hour’s chat 
decided to go across the street to the Sub- 
treasury and to offer Mr. Roberts $2,000,000 in 
gold coin if he would give them in return 


$2,000,000 in green backs Mr. Roberts seemed 


amazed, and if his appearance was simulated 
it was perfect acting,. That was an unusual 
offer. The transfer was made in a few mo- 
ments. The Subtreasurer swapped legal 
tenders for gold coin, giving something quite 
as valuable as he got, and yet being abie in 
his statement of Monday to conceal the fact 
that $2,000,000 im gold coin had been taken 
from the Treasury and shipped to Europe on 
Saturday. This apparently sudden und avow- 
‘edly voluntary action on the part of three 
bankers 1s said here today to have made an 
epoch. It 1 talked about from all points of 
view. | 

Bankers, some of them of his own party, 
and one of them at least an intimate friend of 
Mr. Cleveland, are both amused and annoyed 
by the evidence that he had been in some- 
thing of a fright on account of the silver sit- 
uation. They are amused that his comprehen- 
sion of the situation seems narrow, and they 
are annoyed because he seems to have per- 
mitted men who have no financial influence 
excepting Mr. Carlisle to flit about here and 
there with desperation in their speeches and 
woful prediction and threatening promises 
contained in their messages. Maneuvering of 
this kind, bankers sag, will do more to cause 
that apprehension.which may lead to panic 
than the situation itself. 

It was partly because of this demonstration 
that the three local bankers decided that the 
time had come when the banking institutions 
of the country should manifest in the most 
impressive manner their confidence in the 
ability of the government to maintain gold 
whatever action may doe taken immediately 
upon the silver bill. The matter was inform- 
ally suggested, 3 to report, by a Dem- 
ocratic banker. He took two otners into his 
confidence and in half an hour the arrangements 
were made. mefiargued that having 
thus taken the initiative if it becomes neces- 
sary the overwhelming influence of the New 
York Clearing House can be brought to bear 
in auch a manner that apprehension will cease 
and tne world will know that the national 
banks are ready tosustain the hand which 
created them. | 

The Gold That Is Here. 

The banks in the New York Clearing-House 
control $77,000,000 of gold. Sentiment today 
among these clearing-house members was al- 
most .impetuoualy demonstrated to be in 
favor of the uction of the three bankers of 
Friday. The clearing-house as a body may, 
if it becomes necessary, decide to offer to the 
Treasury Depurtment all of that $77,000,000 
and to take in return for it government obli- 


gations payable in gold. If that is not enough 


it is believed that the influence of the clear- 
ing-house will extend throughout the coun- 
try. There are some $600,000,000 of gold back 
of these banks and the government can have 
it all if it will furnish something as good as 
gold for banking use. Thus one banker said 
today: 
What Is Behind It.

conspiracy, not unlawful or contrary to pub- 
lic morals, to compel by this action the early 
issue of government gold bonds. But if this 
is a conspiracy, itis in the opinion of the 
ablest bankers a conspiracy in the direction 
of what 1s inevitable, The opinion now pre- 
vails that whether the Sherman law be early 
repeaied or not, an issue of gold bonds is 
necessary in the neartuture. But bankers point 
out that such issue was also necessary prior 
to 1879 when specie payments were resumed. 
{ts moral effect abroad would be great; it 
would tend to influence the monetary confer- 
ence at its meeting in May, and would reveal 
to the world the purpose of this goverment to 
maintain in one way or the other the parity of 
its money metals. 

The ex- Controller of the Currency, Henry 
W. Cannon, now President of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank, and who was one of the bankers 
who swapped gold for legal tenders Fri- 
day last, is esteemed an especially clear- 
headed financier. He expects to sail early in 
May to take his seat again in the International 
Monetary Conference. I asked Mr. Cannon 
this morning if he would state as explicitiy 
as possible what influence the action of the 
banksin exchanging gold for legal tender 
notes last week would exert. Mr. Cannon 
wrote, evidently desiring there should be no 
mistake of his meaning, words: 

The action of the banks in exch ing gold for 
legal tender notes last week has no sig- 
nificance whatever as regards the International 
Monetary Conference. Its significance simply lies 
in the fact that such action refiects the feeling on 
the part of the bankers who made such exchange 
of money with the Treasury that all of the money 
in the United States will be kept on a gold basis 
and that the legai tender notes are just as good 
as any other kind of money, so that there is no 
fear on the part of New York bankers that the 
government will not maintain gold payments. 

Nothing could be more explicit than that, 
and I then asked Mr, Cannon whether the gov- 
ernment might not be compelled to seli bonds 
for gold, and he replied, again writing: 

Asthe government of 1879 sold bonds to buy 
oy: in order to resume specie payments it will 

justified, in my inion, again to bonds 
and buy gold in order to maintain specie pay- 
ments at this or any other time when it may be 
necessary, use the gold reserve in the Treas- 
ury is run low. This is not at alla compli- 
cated matter, but on the other hand is a very sim- 
ple one. 

I then asked Mr. Cannon his opinion as to 
the proposed ‘repeal of the Sherman act. He 
said: Why, of course the Sherman act 
should be repealed for the reason that we now 
have an abundance of currency in this coun- 
try and Ido not see how the continuance of 
that law can be of any further service to the 
silver interests or any other interests, while 
its operation has a tendency unquestionably 
to deplete our gold reserve.’ 

I found that the views set forth by Mr. Can- 
non were on the whole such as are entertained 
by bankers here whose opinions are worth 
having. Here and in ail financial centers the 
convietion seems to be that at which Mr. Can- 
non arrived, if the government was justi- 
fied in issuing bonds for gold to resume specie
